NEAR QUEEN’S APARTMENTS 


Captured When He Wakes a Ser- 
vant-—Did it to Show the Exploit 
Was Easy,.He Says.

LONDON; June 7.—The popular idea 
that Buckingham Palace is impregna- 
ble has been destroyed in sensational 
fashion. At an early hour this morn- 
ing @ young man, Harry Pike, said to 
be a motor engineer, succeeded in 
evading the military and civil guards 
and breaking into the palace. 

His amazing exploit was carried out 
with extraordinary daring. After 
scaling the high brick wall, topped 
with formidable.-spikes;, which runs 
parallel with Constitution Hill, Pike 
crossed the grounds unobserved and 
dropped into-an areaway. 

Entering the palace through a base- 
ment window, the intruder wandered 
about at will through the corridors, 
opened the doors of several rooms, 
and, it is asserted, performed :the cool 
feat of changing clothes‘in one of the 
servant's rooms, donning a suit which 
he found there. From other rooms 
a silver cigarette eass and a walking 
stick have been missed.

MILITANTS BADLY BEATEN. 


Church Congregations and Mobs at 
Meetings Attack Them. 


Special Cable to THE New YORK TIMES. 

LONDON, June 7%.—Striking evi- 
dence that the public -has been goaded 
by the militants beyond the limits of 
endurance was furnished today when 
suffragettes received rough treatment 
\ in various parts of London. 

Fifteen suffragettes entered the Ora- 
tory at Brompton while mass was be- 
ing said, and the congregation so re- 
sented their conduct that they joined 
almost in a body'in ejecting them, the 
women taking an active part. 

The first interrupter, when removed 
by the verger, made a most violent 
exit, striking wildly at him and at 
members of the congregation who 
came to his assistance. She hit about 
with her umbrella, and when that 
Was dragged from her tore with her 
hands at her captor’s face and hair. 

, He, however, to. some extent protected 
her from the congregation, who were 
incensed by her interruptions, and 
well-dressed women struck at her with 
their umbrellas as she was carried out. 

The scene on the staps of the Ora- 
tory was extraordinary as the vergers 
and others plunged out with the wild, 

‘shrieking women. Twice the vergers 
went rolling down the steps with them. 
One woman got into a taxicab, but 
as she mounted the steps a- woman of 
‘the congregation leaped at her and 
struck her across the face. 

Another suffragette lay down at full 
length outside the church and refused 
te move. Her teeth were injured by a 
blow receiyed from a man’s fist and 

she spoke with difficulty. People 
trampled past her and across her.

Dr. Moore also is 
very weak.

ciated with him. - Both have. been at 
r. Ramsay’s bedside constantly for 
four days. His ilmess began two weeks 
ago with an attack of bronchitis, pneu- 
monia developing ‘late last week.

NIGHT FIRE WRECKS 
BL. RICHARDS HOME 


Superintendent of Banks, His 
Family, and Guests. Driven 
from Beds by Flames. 


SILVER SAVED; LOSS $50,000 


Smoke Awakened a. Guest In Time 
for All to Get Out—House One of 
Staten Island’s Show Places. 


An early morning fire yesterday in the 
home of State Superintendent of Banks 
Eugene ‘Lamb Richards in New 
Brighton, S. 1, resulted in a loss esti- 
mated at $50,000 and caused Mr. and 
Mrs., Richards, their two children, and 
their guests, Col. and Mrs. William 
Denny, to flee in their night clothes. 

Col. and Mrs. Denny, who are prom- 
inent in Pittsburgh and Washington so- 
ciety, had. come to-New York to attend 
the polo games. Mrs. Richards had a 
dinner’ and reception in their honor in 
her home on Saturday night, and they 
had been‘in their room on the second 
floor only a short time when Mrs. Denny 
was dwakened by a crackling sound 
which she thought was rain beating on 
the roof. She soon afterward smelled 
smoke, and got up to investigate. When 
she opened the door to the dumbwaiter 
she found the shaft a mass of flames. 

Mrs. Denny ran to the room of Mrs. 
Richards on the same floor and gave 
the alarm. Mr. Richards at once tele- 
phoned to the local fire house and ran 
to arouse his children and the servants. 

The Richards home was _ of brick, 
three stories high, but the interior was 
finished in elaborately hand-carved 
woodwork, and the flames spread rap- 
idly. Miss Diana Elmandorf Richards, 
18 years old, was asleep on the third 
floor: The carved mahogany-steps which 
led from the ground floor to the top of 
the building were ablaze when ~ he 
brought her down, and both were burned 
slightly.: Three maids, who were asleep 


on the top floor; became panic stricken 
ahd ‘were got out with difficulty by 
Mr. Richards. .

STARTING SISTERS 
ASK POLICE AID 


Two Young Women Out of Work 
Slept.in the Park Until They 
Were Driven Away. 


— — 


Shortly after dawn yesterday morn- 
ing. Detective John Haggerty was 
stopped at 127th Street. and Lexington 
Avenue by two young women, who said 
they were starving. They told the po- 
liceman that im the last two weeks 
they had slept in Central Park and for 
three days had been without food. 
Their pale faces and the condition of 
their clothing bore out their story. 

Detective Haggerty took them to the 
East 126th Street Police Station, where 
coffee “and sandwiches. were provided 
for them and ‘they. were put in charge 
of the matron. They. said they were 
Dinah Meyers, 18 years old, and Pearl 
Schwartz, 20-years old, step-sisters 
whose relatives in this country were all 
dead. 

Several years ago they had come to 
this country with their mother and her 
second husband, the father of Dinah 
Meyers. Mr. Meyers died soon after 
his arrival. Two years ago their 
mother died, and on her deathbed they 
promised her that they would always 
stay together. 

They went to work in a factory down- 
town’ and made their home together in 
a furnished room. A>few months ago 
they lost their employment. For weeks 
they sought new jobs unsuccessfully, 
They made the little money they had 
saved’ go very far, but two weeks ago 
their last. cent was gone and they |were 
compelied to give up their room. 

The first night after that they wan- 
dered about the streets. . Many times, 
they said, they took refuge in hallways 
from men who accosted and followed 
them. ‘The next day they spent with- 
out food.

was always ready to supply members 
of the Stock Exchange with blocks of 
securities, and on occasion to take 
over blocks from the Stock Exchange. 

Its Directors were Arthur M. Gren- 
fell, Chairman; and R. N. Grenfell, 
Capt. D. C. Newton, C. Ponsonby, and

I wanted 
to safeguard his interests and my 
own, for Hertz announces for next 
year ‘Princess Lointaine,”’ which I 
have been waiting éight years for.

Started by the Government 
and Leading Industries. 


HOPES TO SWAY OPINION 


And to Offset Anti-Teutoric News 
and Attacks on the Fathe-- 
land Everywhere.

BERLIN; June 7—The Deutsche 
Export Revue, the official organ of 
the German shipping and export 
trade, published details of an elab- 
orate scheme, worked out by the Ger- 
man Government in conjunction with 
the leading industrial, shipping, and 
financial authorities, for exploiting the 
foreign press on behalf of German 
commerce. 

The German Foreten Office, it is 
said, guaranteed to furnish $62,500 to 
launch the new syndicate for a Ger- 
man news service abroad,- provided a 
similar amount was raised in business 
circles. This condition has been ful- 
filled by contributions of $250 each 
from practically all the important in- 
dustrial and financial concerns in the 
country, and the. syndicate is under- 
stood to. be already in operation. 

The parent establishment is an ex- 
isting news. bureau, whose activities 
gradually are to be extended through- 
out the world, especially in the direc- 
tion of replying in proper form to 
anti-German news and attacks on 
Germany. : 

The Managerial Committee includes 
Herr von Borsig, head’ of the well- 
known locomotive firm, and the offi- 
cial Deutsche Bank. <A. special ad- 
visory council consists of. representa- 
tives of the great banks, shipping 
companies, chemical firms, armament 
manufacturers, iron foundries, and 
other leading industries interested in 
the export trade. 

The syndicate has been formed.pro- 
visionally for three years. A more 
permanent form is to be giveh .to it 
later on. Each member § agrees,.in 
addition to his contribution “to the 
foundation fund, to pay an annual sub- 
scription of $250.. As every $250: con- 
fers the right of one vote, it is point- 


djed out that the Foreign Office,: with 


its subscription of $62,500,- will be 
enabled to exercise’ a strongly influ- 
ential voice in the management of the 
syndicate and the extension of its 
news service. 

The Export Revue, commenting on

WRECK STILL HOLDS BODIES 


Divers. Will Descend from Rafts to 
Hulk of Empress of Ireland.

RIMOUSKI, Quebec, June 7.—Divers 
went down to the wreck of the Empress 
of Treland today and efforts to recover 
bodies imprisoned in the hulk soon will 
begin. 

The work thus far has been prelim- 
inary in its nature. It ts expected that 
several. days must elapse before actual 
exploration of the hulk of the liner is 
begun. The men who have the work in 
hand are directed by George Weather- 
spoon, who released bodies from the 
Maine when the battleship lay at the 
bottom of Havana harbor.

GREEKS DENOUNCE 


“CARNEGIE BOARD = 


Commission's Report on Balkan 
War Atrocities Grossly Un- 
fair, Legation Declares. 


GREEKS ALONE CONDEMNED 


Hellenic Government Takes Excep- 
tion'to Excuse That Bulgarians Had 
Provocation for Their Butcheries. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, June 7.—The Greek 
Government, through the Greek: Lega- 
tion here, today made a bitter. criticism 
of the work of the Carnegie Peace Foun- 
dation in its investigation of charges of | 
atrocities in the Balkan war. Today’s 
attack, which prefaces a 1,500-page re- 
port soon to be issued by the Grecian 
Foreign Office, declares that only a 
previous bias could éxplain what are 
termed the false and uncalled-for state- 
ments. of the Carnegie Commission. 

According to the statement issued to- 
day by Alexander Vouros, the Greek 
Chargé d’Affaires, the Carnegie Com- 
mission not only distorted facts ‘of 
which the members must have known 
the truth,. but dragged in extraneous 
matter to show the alieged savagery. of 
the Greeks. One instance cited by ‘the 
legation was the reference in the com- 
mission’s report to threatening letters 
supposed to have been ‘ written. by 
Greeks in the United States to Queen 


-Eleanor of Bulgaria when she expected | 


to visit this country. hat was de- 
clared’ to be entirely outsiGe the com- 
mission's assigned work in the Balkans, 
and, from. the te of view of Mr. 
Vouros, plainly dicated malice. 

“In the first place,” says the lega- 
tion’s statement, “‘ the commission's re- 
port charges that in each instance of 
atrocities committed the Bulgarians 
acted under provocation, and that in) 
each case the accusation was greatly 
exaggerated. What does the report 
mean by ‘ provocation’? It is a noto- 
rious fact that in Nigrita more than 
400 inhabitants were slaughtered and 
the town was sacked by Bulgarians. In 
Doiran the Bulgarians killed the BS ag 
Bishop and thirty leading Greek’ citi- 
zens. In Stromnitza the Bulgarians 
killed three Greek men, one Greek wo- 
man, and sixteen Mussulmans. In 
mir-Hissar 195 men were killed, includ- 
ing the Bishop and one priest. 

“In Serres the Bulgarians bombarded 
the city and burned it after they had 
pillage it. The victims mnumbéred 
more than 100. Four thousand and fif- 
ty houses were burned, 1,000 stores were 
looted. 18 churches, the synagogue, the 
mosques, the ‘schools, and the hospitals 
were burned. In Doxato, a city of only 
3,000 inhabitants, 600 were slaughtered. 


No Excuse Possible. 


w What kind of provocation did the 
Bulgarians have to burn these cities 
and: commit these wholesale murders? 
These crimes .wére committed when the 
Bulgarians were compelled to retreat 
before the advance of the Greek armiés. 
What provocation can be accepted as an 
excuse for wholesale destruction of 
cities in which there were no armies, 
and which could not possibly offer op- 
position to the Bulgarian troops?» And 
what excuse has the Foundation’s Com- 
mission. for daring’ to excuse butchery 
of women. children, and Bishops? 

“The commission has reported that 
the charges. against the rs were 

eatly exaggerated. This finding ‘is en- 
tirely ‘and flatly repudiated by. the words

Dramatic Instructer Says His Wife’s 
Action, if Successful, Wil tn- 
jure Miss Eliza Frederic. 


Edgar J. M. Hart, an instructor at 
the American Academy of Dramatic 
Arts, married an English girl in 1906. 
Two years later he sued for an annul- 
ment of the marriage on the ground, 
that his wife was. insane at: the time, 
he miarried her, and that he was de- 
ceived as to her mental condition.

F. Murphy's Home District. 
Four dead men are registered in the 


each 








/ Twelfth Assembly District as having 


voted in favor of a constitutional con- 
vention at the last election. Fifteen 
men registered from Bellevue Hospital 
who were not residents there. The 
hames of men who were sick in bed 
were voted, and in a largé number of 


instances’ men whe ‘wéefé not able to 


read or write had their names written 
in the book for them, often without 
having gone to the polls. These are 
some of the disclosures made by Dis- 
trict Attofney Whitman's investigation

PURE FABRICS. 

In the June issue of Dry Goods 
about six in ten dealers in fabrics 
favor a Pure Fabric bill of some kind. 
But on what its provisions should be 
they are not at all,agreed. One large. 
maker states as a general principle 
that . the -** public - should know and 
“know authoritatively what they are 
" buying.” "He would: have the law re- 
quire manufacturers to state the ma- 
terials and the percentagé of each. en 
every’ label. ‘Another frankly be⸗ 
lieves that goods marked “all wool”’ 
should be all. wool as a yard wide 
should measure thirty-six inches. An- 
other who is opposed to any law at 
all is solicitous of his customers’ 
pride. and objects to telling them that 
goods they buy are “ part cotton,” for 
fear of hurting their feelings. 

Another manufacturer is of opin- 
ion that adulterated goods cannot, 
at all events, injure the health or 
morals of those using them, as in the 
case of food or medicine. But as 
clothing forms one of the grand divi- 
sions‘ of ‘the necessaries of life, it 
does: affect life in its -power of self- 
support to cheat a customer who 
wishes to be wéll suited. Of course, 
it will be difficult to frame a Federal 
bill that will enable the consumer to 
see the labels required of the manu- 
facturer, but not required of the local 
retailer. Stamping names on the 
selvage injures some fabrics. The 
labeling of percentages of materials 
might influence consumers—at first, 
at any rate—to buy higher-priced 
goods which often fail to give the ser- 
vice of cheaper materials. But un- 
doubtedly whatever the patrons of 
the merchants wish they -will; get; 
even in the imposing of laws. Com- 
pliance with a pure food law has re- 
sulted in immense profits through 
advertising ‘the fact:

THE YOUNG WORKERS. 

The National Association of Cor- 
poration Schools holds its annual con- 
vention this week. It is entering on 
the third year of what must still be 
called experimental work. For in the 
matter of industrial training we are 
still.in the green and unformed stage, 
so much so that an important place 
on the Board of Education in this city 
is standing unfilled because there is 
no such person as a vocational train- 
ing expert. The corporation school 
fs a sudden turn in a general tendency 
which to the present has found its 
expression in the evening or con- 
tinuation school and the trade school. 
And these don’t work emeept.for a 
very. small percentage. The reason 
is simply that 96 per cent. of the 
boys and girls who leave the ele- 
mentary schools to earn their living, 
and their family’s living; have to earn 
it right away and all the time after 
that. 

The only solution thus far has been 
{in the part-time. school, where the 
worker earns a wage while he learns 
a trade. The schools conducted by 
the hundred. and more corporations 
of this dssociation are in’ the main 
similar to the part-time schools which 
have been. hammered into fair work- 
ing order in Wisconsin, in Cincinnati, 
and in Fitchburg, with the difference 
that the corporation schools have no 
co-operation from the local boards of 
education. This is the grave flaw 
in the association’s programme; it 
neglects the fundamental problem, 
that of dovetailing the instruction of 
the elementary school with that of 
the office and shop. Assuming that, 
in the larger sense,-a man’s education 
is never complete, the difficulty is to 
make that education one reasonably 
continuous system, without the gaps 
or repetitions. 

The corporation schools realize the 
difficulty. Before they can take the 
average public school graduate into 
their regular courses they must give 
him instruction which.goes over the 
ground that should have been cov- 
ered by the elementary school. A 
little adjustment andthe elementary 
school would fit itself to the require- 
ments of the corporation school. Yet 
the relation of State education and 
the part-time school is barely to be 
touched upon, according to the con- 
vention programme. From the point 
of immediate results, how to teach 
salesmanship and advertising is of 
vastly -more import to the individual 
corporation than how ‘to straighten 
out our entire educational system. 
But: it’s not a very long look ahead. 


PUBLIC AND PRIVATE EFFICIENCY 

Every day Congress grinds its grist 
of counsel to everybody. about how 
they must do business, and every day 
the Treasury publishes its report of. 
how the country’s business is done. 
Yet the precept and the practice are 
not put together as often as would 
be useful. Neither can well be: 
spared, and the millennium will arrive. 
all the sooner if standards of ‘effi- 
ciency are imposed upon both public 
and private business. A deficit is re- 
ported in the public accounts for this 


fiscal year of $36,412,517, against’ a 


surplus of $7,596,065 last year, ex- 
clusive of Panama Canal and public: 
debt transactions. 


‘When a railway or a trust develops! © 


such a deficit the shareholders take 
notice, but the citizen shareholders do 
not mind a little thing like a deficit 
of .twoscore millions, Why should 
they worry? The “Government” 
pays the bills out of the Treasury 
surplus, and there is still a credit in 
the general fund. Nobody pays taxes, 
and the Treasury prints money. 

If the country got the good of the 


money which its business managers 
spend there would be less cause for

Yesterday it was reported that the 
House pared a trifle, of $17,784,889 off 
a single appropriation bill This week 


or next it will be reported that the 
Senate put the items back again, and 
it. will be passed in increased form, if 


experience is any basis for. prophecy. 
That is what was just done with the 
River and Harbor ‘bill: ~ Ten millions 
were added to it, as though*the coun- 
try was not running behind its bills 
every day. Yet it is known of all whq 
spend laborious hours over the Con- 
gressional Record that the River and 
Harbor graft—to. give it its proper 
name—has. increased fivefold,. where- 
as navigation on the rivers has de- 
creased 80. per cent. in the same time. 
Between 1911 and 1914 ‘these appro- 
priations increased $184,000,000, or al- 
most as much as the increase from 
1875 to 1894. In thirty-four years the 
total is $550,000,000. The increase is 
at a progressive rate, while the ac- 
commodated: commerce is decreasing. 
There is the same tale to tell about 
the Public Buildings appropriations. 
The Post Office claims a _ surplus 
which could not be found if the. ac- 
counts were kept either by the Steel 
Trust or by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, and the bills are fiot 
paid for the service the Post Office 
receives. : 

The point is not. primarily. the 
merits or the amounts of the expendi- 
tures. That is another story. The 
point is the incompetency of Govern- 
ment for the difficult tasks which it 
is attempting, as disclosed. by the 
performance of tasks immeasurably 
simpler. and easier. The Government, 
which never balances its books, and 
does not keep accounts in any com- 
mercial sense, is dictating efficiency 
to those under the .tyranny of keep- 
ing solvent while obeying the statutes 
of perfection which the Government 
itself neither observes nor could ob- 
serve if it were run ona business 
basis.

‘Landmark of ‘Windjatnmer “Days

Ancient retired mariners with’ their’ 
wives and many. men. who still go down 
to the sea in ships assembled yesterday 
morning to hear the last service in the 
old Mariners’: Church, at the corner of 
Catharine and Madison Streets, where it 
has stood for eighty years. 

In the days when the waterfront along 
South Street was ‘lined with-clipper ships 
whose. long jibbooms: stretched, across 
the roadway. almost. into. the offices of 
the ship -chandlers above théir stores, 
Catharine, Cherry, and Madison: Streets 
‘were thronged with seamen of all na- 
tions, and many of them: would walk 
into: the quaint old wooden church out of 
curiosity or go down below into the read- 
ing room that was fitted up to look like 
the cabin of a big clipper ship. 

With the passing of the windjammer 
and the advent of steamships the char- 
acter ‘of the neighborhood changed, and 
the church organization decided to sell 
the property. The Trustees received 
$45,000° for the building, which sum 
probably will be used in the erection of 
another Mariners’ Church near the West 
Side Branch at 166 Eleventh Avenue, op- 
posite the Twenty-third Street ferries. 

The Rev. Samuel Boult, who has been 
pastor of the old church for twenty-six 
years, conducted the final service yes- 
terday. ‘‘I cannot preach today,”’ he 
said, ‘* associations here have been 
of the —3 for more than a quarter 
of: a century.
